ascertain by any previous calculation, the cost of surveying Districts of unascertained contents, 
ant! under widely different circumstances, in Counties of many of •which there are not even any 
Maps entrusted to di He rent Engineers, proceeding on various principles, all requiring a period of 
many months for each Survey, and advancing with greater or less rapidity of execution. 

We think it right further to accompany these Estimates with the following general view of the 
extent of Survey which lias already been accomplished. 

The two Reports which have been made to Parliament, comprize 233,538 English Acres of Bog; 
since which we received Reports from our Engineers upon Six Districts, containing about 196,000 
English Acres. 

In about two months we expect Reports upon a further extent of about 184,000 English Acres. 
Mr. Richard Griffith, junior, has also completed the general Field Surveys of the Bogs in the 
North-west of Mayo, containing about 100,000 English Acres, and which he expects to be able to 
report upon in a very short time. 

Exclusive of the above, we have given in charge to eight Engineers, Districts comprizing as 
nearly as the Board (upon imperfect data) can now estimate, about 270,000 English Acres, com- 
prizing many of the most important subjects of enquiry within the object of our Commission. 

It would be difficult to estimate the proportion of progress made in these last 270,000 Acres, but 
we are satisfied that considerably more than half of the total labour and cost required for their 
completion, has been already incurred. 

To complete the objects of our Commission, we are of opinion that it will be desirable to make 
some general Surveys in the North-weft of Ireland, principally in the Countiesof Donegal, Tyrone 
and Derry, and also in Connemara, in the County of Galway. We should not propose to execute 
these latter Surveys in the same laborious and consequently expensive detail as those hitherto 
given in charge. Whilst the general nature of the subject continued so much unknown, minute 
examinations were indispensable ; but as soon as the nature and properties of the numerous and 
extensive Bogs, which we have already given in charge, shall have been reported upon, and when 
all the principles of draining and reclamation shall have been at large developed, a more cursory 
view of the remaining subjects will enable the persons interested to apply those principle® as 
each particular case may require. 

If our Commission is to be confined to the execution of the Districts already given in charge, we 
are of opinion they may be completed within the time limited for our continuance ; but after such 
accurate Surveys shall have been accomplished, embracing so large a proportion of this Island, it 
appears to us to be worthy of consideration, whether it would not be expedient to eonneet trigono- 
metrically, such Districts as lie near each other, if it should appear feasible at a moderate expense ; 
and we are of opinion that a sum of from £. 1,000 to £. 1,500 and the period of another year in addi- 
tion to the time now limited for the duration of our Commission, would enable us to connect at 
least the several Districts lying between lines drawn from Howth Head to Sligo, and Wicklow 
Head to Galway, including, as we (in our first Report) observed, Seventeen-twentieths of all the 
Begs in Ireland.
